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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Based upon the submitted amendment, the examiner notes that claims 1-5,7,8,10-15 have 
been amended and claims 6,9 have been cancelled. 

2. The examiner submits additional patents (on form 892) as prior art disclosing 
communication devices (modems) reverse biasing diodes to produce variable impedances. 

3. The examiner notes that claim 1 1 is being read as an independent claim with the exact 
limitations of claim 1 read in. 

4. The examiner withdraws all rejections to all claims.

1. Claims 1-5,7,8,10-15 are allowed over the prior art of record

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art to implement a varactor with the specific circuit as claimed spread between 
multiple modules (as enabled by applicant's specification) in impedance matching 
interfaces for modems, such as the one disclosed by Bareis.
